CHURCH BURNED 
BY ARSON SQUAD 


Priceless Relics Destroyed in Fire 
Set by Militants at White 
Kirk 


INTERIOR WAS SPRAYED 
WITH OIL BY THE SQUAD 


Relics of Famous Battles and 
Others From the Holy Land 
Are Lost 


Dunbar, Scotland, Feb. 26.—An 
arson squad of militant suffragettes 
tuday burned to the ground the his- 
toric parish church of the village of 
White Kirk. A quantity of suffra- 
gette literature was left strewn about 
the scene. 

The church was erected in the six- 
teenth century and contained many 
relics of the battle in which tlhe Scots 
were routed by Oliver Cromwell's} 
forces, in 1650, In the vicinity is 
the famous battleground of Dunbar, 
where the English defeated the Scots 


in 1297 and caused John Baliol to 
give up the crown of Scotland, 
Many priceless relics and curios 


from the Holy Land were destroyea 
by the fire. 

The incendiaries had sprayed the 
interior of the church with inflam- 
mable oils. They also used explosives 
which shattered several massive slabs 
of stone. 


FISHERIES CLAIM SETTLED | 


New Brunswick's Long -Standing 
Claim Againg, Dominion Has 
Been Satisfactorily Settled. 


Frederickton, N.B., Feb. 26.—The 
speech from the throne with which 
Governor Wood opened the second 
session of the sixth legislature of 
New Brunswick this afternoon con- 
tained the most important announce- 
ment that the usually formal docu- 
ment has carried for years. 

His honor announced that the long- 
outstanding fisheries claims of the 
province against the Dominion had 
been satisfactorily adjusted. The pro- 
vince will receive upwards of $66,382 
in remuneration for claims which] 
have existed for the past thirty years. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA 
LIBERALS CONVENE 


400 Delegates Attend the Annual 
Meeting — Hon. Duncan 


Marshall Speaks 
Victoria, Feb, 25.—Four hundred 


delegates assembled tonight in the 
Knights of Pythias hall for the an- 


nual Liberal convention of British 
Columbia, A resolution was adopted 
condemning the provincial govern- 


ment on the latest proposal to aid the 
Canadian Northern railway. An ad- 
dress was delivered by Hon, Duncan 
Marshall, minister of agriculture for 
Abberta, who criticized the federal 
government regarding its civil service 
reform . He charged that it had 
broken its promise of a tariff com- 
mission tbecause the senate had 
amended the act so as to compel 
manufacturers asking for an increase 
in tariff to show the cost of goods 
upon which the tariff was to be in- 
creased. 

In regard to the tc’ minal clevators 
the speaker stated tht a tin box af- 
fair was being erect . at Fort Will- 
jam which later on would be used 
to discredit public « nership, "The 
president of the United States,” added 
Mr. Marshall, “by putting farm pro- 
ducts on the free list has done more 
for the farmers of Alberta than the 
Conservative government has done for 
them in two years,”

Mayor McNamara set what 
is probably a precedent for 
mayors all over the continent 
this morning when he an- 
nounced that he would not 
allow newspaper reporters to 
see him at all, Every mayor 
in every city in Canada and 
the United States makes it a 
practice to sce the reporters 
from all the papers in the city 
at least once a day, so that 
he may be asked questions 
and make announcements. 
All former mayors of Edmon- 
ton have maintained this rec- 
ognized democratic — policy, 
setting a definite hour every 
day for the interview with the 
newspaper men, 

This morning Mayor McNa- 
mara showed partiality, an- 
nouncing he would see the re- 
porter only of the paper that 
is supporting him. 

“IT will not see the report- 
ers from the Bulletin or the 
Journal,” said he, 

“Any reasons?” he was 
asked. 

“No, no reason,” he = re-

It seems 
to me it’ will prove more expensive 
to borrow a lump sum of two million 
dollars and pay interest on it all the 
year through, year after year.” 

Ald, Campbell In Favor. 

Alderman Campbell declared he 
was going to support the raising of 
the full two million, as if the city 
was going to get a working capital at 
all it might as well get enough. 

When the estimates from the engi- 
neer’s department for local improve- 
ments were being considered, Alder- 
man Smith asked if all the items had 
veen checked over by the finance com- 
missioner, 

Deputy Commissioner of Finance 
Richardson explained that this would 
not be necessary, as the work would 
pe paid for out of the $2,000,000 
working capital, and then the assess- 
ments made on the actual cost of the 
work, a refund being made to the 
working capital after the local im- 
provement rates had been paid in the 
taxes, “ 

The item of $75,000 for the fair as- 
sociation was approved, as it was ex- 
plained the difficulties between the 
city and the board were being ami- 
cably settled.

FIRE DESTROYS HOSPITAL

Assuming that 
he had been dismissed because of 
charges of political partisanship, 
the truth of whieh Mr. MeCraney 
denied, he read from the Rosthern 
paper an account of a meeting of 
the Conservative Association for 
the election of officers, at which 
Mr. Hodson, who had been ap- 
pointed in place of Unruh, was 
present and took part in the pro- 
ceedings. He asked the Minister 
if the objection to political activ- 
ity by officers of his department 
was confined to such activity in 
the Liberal interest. The Min- 
ister tried to side-step the ques- 
tion by suggesting that the 
customs officer, who was also 
mayor of the town, had been ecall- 
ed into the Conservative meeting 
in his publie capacity for consul- 
tation in regard to matters of 
general interest to the place, As 
there was nothing in the news- 
paper report that would support 
the Minister's view, Messrs, Me- 
Craney, Neely and Maedonald 
gave the Minister credit for vivid 
imagination rather than regard 
for facts, 
Perjurer Released. 

During the afternoon, while the 
marine estimates were under con- 
sideration, the Minister of Ma 
rine referred to the case of Cur 
rie, mentioned some days ago, 
who had been sentenced to peni- 
tentiary for perjury in connection 
with the attempted removal of a 
customs collector at Sydney, 
reading letters from Commission. 
er Duechemin. In the evening, EB 
M. Macdonald startled the House 
with the information, which he 
had just received, that Currie, 
who had been convicted of per- 
jury, which conviction had been 
sustained by the Supreme Court 
of Nova Seotia, and by the Su- 
preme Court of Canada, had been 
released by the Minister of Jus 
tice on ticket-of-leave three weeks 
ago, In the Landry case of last 
year the Minister of Justice was 
absent when Landry was released 
from sentence on a charge of 
forgery in order that he might
